NQ DEVICE TO FIND 
A-BOMB IN CRATE, 
SCIENTIST SAYS 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
If an atomic bomb were smuggled 
into this country crated in the 
hold of an enemy ship it could 
not be detected except by open- 
ing the crate, an atomic scientist 
said today. 

Dr. Karl Z. Morgan of the 
Atomic Energy Commission’s Oak 
Ridge (Tenn.) laboratory told a 
press conference he knew of no 
detection instrument that would 
disclose a bomb hidden in a crate. 
He and other scientists declined 
to comment on the detection pos- 
sibilities in the,.case of a smug- 
gled-in hydrogen bomb. 

There had been some specula- 
tion that use of a Geiger counter 
aboard a ship might detect the 
presence of-an atomic bomb. 
However, the AEC said, there 
is no instrument capable of 
spotting an atomic bomb by its 
radiations.

The union had asked for a total 
wage increase amounting to 61 
cents an hour, consisting of a 27- 
cent increase and a reduction in 
the work week from 48 hours to 
40 with no reduction in take- 
home pay. 
Recommendations by a fact- 
finding panel are not binding on 
the parties, but are supposed to 
represent an impartial judgment

U.S. Commander and 
Top Aids Fly to Meet- 
ing, Held in Connec- 
tion With Truman Or- 
der to Protect Island.

TAIPEI, Formosa, July 31 (AP) 
—Gen, Douglas MacArthur and 
his top commanders flew into 
Formosa today for a war council 
with Chiang Kai-shek on National- 
ist China’s role in the Asian 
conflicts. 


They began talking immediately 
after lunch at Chiang’s Grass 
Mountain retreat outside Taipei. 
The nature of the conversations 
was not disclosed but an informed 
source said Chiang was expected 
to renew his offer of 33,000 Chi- 
nese Nationalist troops to fight in 
Korea. 

Chiang also was expected to 
press for a more active role in 
his war against the Chinese Reds. 

In Tokyo, MacArthur’s head- 
quarters said only that the visit 
to Formosa was made in connec- 
tion with President Truman’s or- 
der to protect the big Nationalist 
island from. a Chinese Communist 
invasion. 

Chiang’s Planes Attack Reds. 

Truman, in ordering the United 
States Seventh Fleet to protect 
Formosa soon after the outbreak 
in Korea, told the Chinese Na- 
tionalists to cease attacks on the 
Red China mainland. 

The Nationalists did—until yes- 
terday. Then their planes hit 500 
Chinese Red small boats near 
the mainland port of Amoy op- 
posite Formosa.

TOKYO, July 31 (UP) — The 
United States Army’s Second In- 
fantry Division—fresh from the 
United States—landed in Korea 
today to bolster American forces 
fighting to hold a new Red of- 
fensive that already has burst 
through Chinju to less than 50 
miles from the vital supply port 
of Pusan. 

Red troops were hurling their 
might against the three major 
American defense lines, plunging 
through two and hammering re- 


lentlessly at the other. 


One break-through was at Ko- 
chang, 45 miles southwest of 
Taegu, vital communications cen- 
ter and provisional capital of 
South Korea. United States forces 
withdrew intact, a field report 


said and held fast east of Ko- 
chang. 


Infiltrating Around Hamchang. 


The second dent in the United 
States line was at Chinju, south 
of Kochang. The third blow fell 
between Kumchon and Hamchang 
to the north, where American 
forces held. The Reds were reé- 
ported infiltrating Hamchang and 
around’ Kuimchon, however. 


The night communique from 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s head- 
quarters noted the Reds had 
shifted their pressure from the 
central sector to the west and 
southwest. Although it appar- 
ently did not cover the fall of 
Chinju, it reported “heavy pres- 
sure by two North Korean regi- 
ments in the vicinity of Chinju.” 


A MacArthur intelligence offi- 
cer estimated the Communist 
losses totaled 37,500 killed and 
wounded since the fighting began 
June 25. Previously the figure 
had been set at 31,0. He said the 
Communists were getting short of 
tanks, except for those reserved 
for big pushes. 

With the battle for Korea at 
its critical stage, elements of the 
Second Division were loaded im- 
mediately onto trucks and trains 
at a South Korean port and dis- 
patched to an undisclosed sector 
of the blazing 200-mile perimeter 
of the United Nations beachhead. 

“They will be in combat in a 
few hours,” a dispatch from Korea 
said. 

The division is the fourth Amer- 
ican division to be thrown into 
the Korean war and the first to 
go directly from the United 
States. 

The Second, known as the “In- 
dian Head division,” landed in 
Europe after World War II D-day 
and the famous break-through at 
St. Lo in Normandy. It later cap- 
tured Brest, fought in the Battle 
of the Bulge and fought its way 
to Czechoslovakia. Its commander 
is Maj. Gen. Laurence Keiser.

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Is Formosa Next? 


The sixth week of the Korean war starts with 
some news which is good, some which is bad and 
other news which is unassessable until more is 
known. 4 

The best news is the arrival of American re- 
inforcements direct on Korean soil from the 
United States. Only the G.I.s up at the front 
who have been resisting, beating back, retreat- 
ing, resisting again and again and again before 
the heavy odds of North Korean manpower and 
Russian arms know how much fhe arrival of 
well-trained regular means. 

And if this support has arrived, there is every 
reason to believe that more is not far away. 
Undoubtedly Lt. Gen. Walker knew these rein- 
forcements were at hand when he issued his 
fight-tothe-death order Saturday. Though a 
soldier of the bold Patton school, he is also too 
skilled a commander to ask his troops to sacri- 
fice themselves without any hope of success. 


Particularly bad news is the los’ of the rail- 
head at Chinju near the south coast, a scant 
50 air miles from the all-important port of 
Pusan. For Chinju was to have been a major 
point in the all-out defense. But the commander 
of the troops who yielded it only after bitter 
fighting explained why it hurt so just now. “It 
was,” he said, “our ninth straight licking in a 
row.” 

The news about which much more still needs 
to be known is the flight of Gen. MacArthur 
and key officers of his Pacific command staff 
from Tokyo to Formosa for a conference with 
Chiang Kai-shek. This could mean that the long- 
expected attack of Mao’s Chinese Communists 
against the last stronghold of Chiang’s Nation- 
alists is imminent in the short time which re- 
mains before the typhoon season. It could mean 
merely that a defense of the island is being 
planned so that if the invasion is attempted, as 
Mao promised many months ago, the defend- 
ers will be better prepared than were the South 
Koreans when the thirty-eighth parallel was 
overrun. 

Formosa presents a serious political problem 
as well as a military one. The United States 
is committed to sea protection of the strategic 
island—it is 750 air miles from Korea, 400 from 
Okinawa, 560 from Manila and 4290 from Tokyo 
~—by President Truman’s statement of June 27. 
This commitment does not obligate U.N., 10 or 
more of whose member nations, in addition te 
Moscow and its satellites; have recognized the 
Chinese Communist Government which is pledged 
to exterminate Chiang and his followers on 
Formosa. : 

Actual defense of Formosa by the Seventh 
Fleet or by American planes and ground troops 
would be much harder to explain to Asiatic peo- 
ples than are our efforts in behalf of world 
peace against armed aggression in Korea. Chiang 
is one with the discredited regimes in Indochina 
and elsewhere against which popular feeling is 
running high. 

The American citizen, thousands of miles from 
the scene of this MacArthur-Chiang conference, 
will hope against hope that it does not foretell 
the development of a new pressure point. The 
United States does not wish to inherit, by force 
of circumstances, Chiang’s lost war against Mao. 
Indeed, the President’s Formosa reference was 
a thoroughly well-intentioned attempt to draw a 
line between the Korean defense and the civil 
war among the Chinese. 

Let us hope and work to the end that the 
separation can be maintained until peace is re- 
stored in Korea. Meantime, let the military 
leaders take the steps which their information 
tells them are required. 
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Case for Institutional Care

But it should now be crystal-clear that without 
drastic action, there may be a next-time, and 
next time Moore and society may not be so 
lucky. This thrill-mad youth needs to be pro- 
tected from himself through stiffer laws and 
more strict enforcement. Dangerous drivers must 
be kept off the streets and highways. Human 
lives are involved. ' 

Apparently, his parents are unable to control 
him. Under these circumstances, society has no 
recourse but to do the job itself. If 
mentally ill, he should be placed in a mental 
institution. If not, he shotld be placed in a 


penal institution for as long as the law will . 


allow. 
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A Needed Watchdog 

The speed with which the Senate acted to 
set up a watchdog subcommittee to check the 
progress of mobilization gives reason to, hope 
that chiseling and blundering will be held to a 
minimum in the nation’s rearmament program. 

This group, an armed services subcommittee, 
will have much to do in such matters as mak- 
ing sure that as much ammunition as possible 
fires, airplanes get off the drawing boards, nec- 
essary steel is produced and fast-talking four- 
flushers are flushed out of Washington. 

Particularly encouraging is the fact that the 
committee membership is above average, con- 
sidering the usual Vagaries of committee forma- 
tion. Senator Lyndon Johnson of Texas. the chair- 
man, has given evidence of his appreciation of 
the need for quick strengthening of America 
and the free world. And three of the other 
members, Kefauver of Tennessee, Saltonstall of 
Massachusetts and Morse of Oregon, are among 
the most able representatives of the people on 
Capitol Hill. 

Senator Johnson in effect is succeeding to 
President Truman’s wartime job, the job which 
catapulted Missouri's junior Senator into the 
White House. It is to be hoped that this bit 
of history will not shadow the committees work. 
For the committee has a vital function to per- 
form, and it cannot do the job if it is used to 


make political reputations.

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, Closed Church Doors 


Mass was celebrated for the last time in two 
St: Louis Catholic churches on Sunday. One of 
these was the 89-year-old Church of the Annun- 
ciation at Sixth and LaSalle streets. The other 
was the Church of Our Lady of Good Counsel, 
55 years old, at Fourteenth and Destrehan. 

No doubt, the occasion was one for nostalgic 
sentiments on the part of old parishioners who 
returned for the closing of institutions which 
had played a large part in their lives. It was 
noted also by non-Catholics for whom the churches 
had become neighborhood landmarks. 

The hard fact is that the parishes and the 
neighborhoods have all but vanished. In a sin- 
gle lifetime the city has so changed that the 
churches no longer served their purpose, no 
longer were needed where *they had been built 
as part of a prideful community development. 
High expectations ended in blight. Another 
chapter in the story of municipal decay has run 
its course. 

The moral is an obvious one: This trend must 
be reversed. Old neighborhoods must be re- 
habilitated, filled up again with new and hope- 
ful life. St. Louis cannot just move away. 
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Mr. Truman Bucks a Trend 


Harry Truman is a strange man. He told his 
press conference that the Bill of Rights is still 
an important part of the Constitution, and that 
the Government will proceed cautiously in deal- 
ing with subversive activities and sabotage. The 
Government, he said, does not want to get into 
the category of the old alien and sedition laws. 

This was an altogether admirable statement, 
made at a time when Congress is more willing 
than ever to consider extremist legislation in 
this field, and at a time when Communist ag- 
gression in Korea has undoubtedly softened up 
public opinion for just such legislation. 

What makes the statement strange is that it 
was the Truman Administration which, in the 
prosecution of the Communist leaders at New 
York, invoked the Smith Act—the first peace- 
time sedition act this country has had ‘since 
the alien and sedition laws of 1799. 

The President’s concern for the First Amend- 
ment is doubly welcome now. It would be‘politi- 
cally easy to close one’s eyes to the constitu- 
tional guarantees of free speech and press at 
a time when alarm over Communism is so wide- 
spread. |

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To Prepare for a Possibility 

In the research laboratory is a substance 
ealled dextran which Mayo Clinic. physicians 
think may turn out to be an effective substitute 
for blood plasma. This is important news, be- 
cause experts believe it would be virtually im- 
possible to have enough blood plasma to treat 
all the victims if an atomic bomb were dropped 
on an American city. 

But it is still in the laboratdry, and even 
if it were available now, it would not solve one 
of the most pressing problems of United States 
civilian defense in the event of atomic attack. 


Far too few Americans, ineluding physicians, 
have been trained in how, to take care of the 
burns atomic bombs cause, warns Dr. Everett L 
Evans, member of the National Research Coun- 
cil’s Committee on Atomic Casualties and chair- 
man of the council's subcommittee on burns, 
in the current issue of the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. 


“The handling of large numbers of burn cas- 

ualties after bomb attack on any of our cities 
must necessarily end in complete chaos and 
panic, with the accompanying inexcusable loss of 
many lives which otherwise might have been 
saved,” he says. 
-°This result is not inevitable. It ean be 
avoided, he points out, by training large num- 
bers of physicians in both burn and shock treat- 
ment. He adds that large numbers of first aid 
workers should be taught how to reduce pain 
and prevent infection of burned parts. 


Thus far, the United States’ civilian defense 
preparations have been virtually non-existent. 
Surely here is one place where there is no need 
to wait for orders from Washington. Such 
training projects could be undertaken by the 
medical society, the Red Cross and other groups 
locally.

After. five-year civic struggle, Chicago succeeds in writing new 
ordinance intended to lewer cost of housing, permit more flexible 
of design; opposition of building trade unions overcome to enact 
a law based on performance rather than on specified materials.

If Chicago can do it, any city can. That 
is what students of the construction indus- 
try are thinking dbout Chicago’s achieve- 
ment, after a five-year civic struggle, in 
enacting a modern building code. The na- 
tion’s second largest city, long notorious 
for legal restrictions that raise the cost of 
housing, now has a building regulation law 
which, while far from perfect, marks an 
important advance toward flexible design 
and method in construction. 


Improved building regulation has be- 
come a significant question for many cities 
because the Housing Act of 1949 requires 
it as a qualification for federal urban re- 
development funds. But Chicago is one of 
the few cities which have acted so far. The 
most formidable barrier to action is the 
fear of old-line building-trade unions that 
code revision will jeopardize their in- 
terests. 


It is typical in the history of building 
codes that municipalities often call in ex- 
perts to advise them, and then proceed to 
ignore the experts’ advice. That happened 
in Chicago once before. The remarkable 
thing about the new code is that it does, 
in fact, embody about 90 per cent of what 


an expert group of nonpolitical technitians 


said it should embody. 
Expert Staff Aids Work 


The leader of this group was John O. 
Merrill, a competent and busy Chicago 
architect whose most notable professional 
job was the designing of the atomic energy 
town of Oak Ridge, Tenn. Merrill took 
time out of a crowded life to act as the 
city’s technical adviser throughout the 
long, tedious weeks of consultation, nego- 
tiation, accommodation and delay. 


Merrill and his staff, operating under a 
city appropriation of $105,000, worked for 
a year on the first phase of the job—the 
drafting of technical recommendations. 
Their objective was threefold. First, they 
wanted a code that would set up perform- 
ance standards for safety, fire resistance, 
healthfulness, and so forth, and then per- 
mit the use of any materials or methods 
which met those standards. Second, they 
wanted to provide for administrative de- 
cision as to whether future new materials 
met these standards—thus attacking the 
ancient evil of legislative logrolling and 
favoritism which had grown out of the 
fact that the old rules could be changed 
only by the City Council. Finally, they 
wanted a code which, by setting reason- 
ably liberal though technically sound 
standards, would encourage the utmost 


competition in construction and the great- 
est freedom of innovation and design. 

Swinging the City Council to their point 
of view was another matter. The Council 
was, acutely aware of the building-trade 
unions, and its first reaction was to wrap 
the Merrill recommendations in a smother- 
ing blanket of procrastination. At this 
point a citizens’ building code committee 
was organized, to mobilize support for 
Merrill’s work. 

The opposition, headed by Byron Dalton, 
boss of the plasterers’ union, pitched its 
case on the ixwie of fire prevention. 

In large measure the fire prevention 
issue was a false one. The code which 
Merrill proposed and which the Citizens 
Committee backed actually stiffened the 
precautions against fire in many instances. 
Above all, the Merrill forces insisted that 
wherever the public interest called for 
fire prevention standards, these should be 
defined in performance terms. 


Widens Choice of Materials 


One immediate result of putting the 
code on this basis is that Chicago build- 
ers will now have a choice among some 
80 materials or combinations of materials, 
whereas the old code limited the range to 
about a dozen. As new materials are de- 
veloped, they will qualify for use if they 
meet the technical standards set up. Here- 
tofore, a new material had to be approved 
by the Council and amended into the‘law 
to be legal. 

Architects believe that some of the 
greatest benefits will arise from the new 
freedom of design and engineering thus 
made possible. The savings possible in a 
large building—savings not only of labor 
cost but the compounded economies aris- 
ing from a drastic reduction of weight for 
the-«hole structure—could be tremendous. 


The new code is about one-third the 
length of the old one, and seeks to regu- 
late the basic essentials of construction 
rather than every minute detail. 


Chicago now has a building law which 
immeasurably simplifies the regulatory 
process, which encourages instead of 
throttling competitive construction meth- 
ods, which frees builders from outworn 


restrictions appropriate to a bygone age, 


which opens the way to an ultimate re- 
ductior. of costs that can bring good hous- 
ing within the reach of more people. Look- 
ing at the formidable obstacles which once 
blocked this civic achievement, other com- 
munities may well reflect: If Chicago can 
do it, any city can.

Between Book Ends 


Oscar Wilde’s Testament 


DE PROFUNDIS, by Oscar Wilde. Edited, with an 
Introduction by Vyvyan Holland, (New York, Philo- 
sophical Library, 148 pgs., $3.) 

On Nov. 13, 1895, Oscar Wilde—in 
Frances Winmar’s words a “bloated, arro- 
gant voluptuary’”—was transported to Read- 
ing Gaol after long flouting English con- 
vention with “the Love that dare not speak 
its name” and capping his indiscretions 
with his virtually self-sacrificial suit against 
the ruthless Marquess of Queensberry. On 
May 19, 1897, he was released, so much 
changed in appearance and manner as to 
seem “the Oscar Wilde of the past, sweet, 
gentle, and with a new humility.” 

Eighteen months of austerely disciplined 
life in prison, where as convict C.3.3 he 
shredded rope, turned the crank to draw 
prison water, and worked in the bookbind- 
ery, forced a healthful physical regularity 
upon him. His spiritual agony, however, 
was another thing. To reveal this, and “‘to 
explain his conduct without defending it,” 
Wilde wrote during his last few months 
of imprisonment an essay ostensibly a let- 

ter to Lord Alfred 
Douglas. 
He called it “Epis- 
tola in Carcere ad 
Vinculis.” He wrote 
it on one folio sheet 
of blue prison paper 
at a time (the miax- 
imum allowed per 
day), each sheet be- 
ing taken from him 
as it was finished. 
Upon his release he 
was handed the ac- 
cumulated manu- 
script, which he took 
7 with him to Dieppe. 
Oscar Wilde There he entrusted 
it to his faithful friend Robert Ross, who 
in 1905, five years after Wilde’s death, 
published it, much expurgated, as “De Pro- 
fundis.” 

Such are the early facts about one of 
the world’s most interesting character rev- 
elations. How the complete original was 
kept from publication during the life time 
of Lord Alfred Douglas ‘who died in 1945) 
is a story that Mr. Holland tells tersely 
‘(but in more detail than is reproducible 
here) in his introduction to this first com- 
plete and accurate version of the last prose 
work of Oscar Wilde in English. 

Through this work. Wilde, “not prepared 
to sit in the grotesque gallery they put 
me into,” hoped to win some sympathy and 
understanding from posterity by a “psy- 
chological explanation of a course of con- 
duct that from the outside seems a com- 
bination of u‘tter idiocy with vulgar bra- 
vado.” 

Needless to say, this poignant document 
in its now widely available entirety will 
be of immense interest to Wilde special- 
ists. But it should have equal interest for 
all who in trying to understand the human 
drama can see through the curtain of sen- 
sationalism into the personality of one 
who, for himself at least, uttered a fright- 
ening truth: “The gods are strange. It is 
not our vices they make instruments to 
scourge us. They bring us to ruin through 
what in us is good, gentle, humane, lov- 
ing.” 

Wilde found pleasure in the company of 

the evil, as some men might in feasting 

with panthers or charming cobras. And 
were there regrets? Not of the usual kind: 

“I blame myself for allowing an unintel- 

lectual friendship .. . entirely to dominate 

my life.” He saw as “the one disgraceful, 
unpardonable, and to all time contemptible 
action” of his life his allowing himseif 

“to appeal to society for help and protec- 

tion.” ALVIN R. ROLFS.

As Nehru was among the first 
to discern, the problem of a Ko- 
rean settlement and the problem 
of Russia’s return to the United 
States are closely related. In this 
fact, rather than in the unaccept- 
able formula for bringing the 
Russians back, lay the lasting sig- 
nificance of Nehru’s first diplo- 
matic intervention. 

The Russians walked out of the 
U.N. months ago, and it is hardly 
conceivable that they then planned 
to be away from the Security 
Council when

Nevertheless, as the dates for 
the aggression approached, the 
Russians must have considered 
their actions in the United Na- 
tions. They could have sent Mr. 
Malik back to veto all United Na- 
tions sanctions. But his sudden 
reappearance * for that purpose 
would have been tantamount to 
admitting that the North Koreans 
and the Soviet Union were in a 
common conspiracy. 

Moreover, it is probable that 
the Kremlin thought the Ameri- 
can reaction would be much 
softer than it was. They could 
hardly have foreseen so abrupt a 
reversal of the diplomatic policy 
defined by Secretary Acheson in 
January and reaffirmed so re- 
cently by Senator Connally, and 
of the military planning in ac- 
cordance with that policy by the 
Pentagon and the Far Eastern 
Command. 

Nevertheless, it has been prob- 
able that at some time the Soviet 
Union would comé back to the 
U.N. The Russians were never 
likely to remain passive while the 
U.N.s was organized and was 
mobilized as an anti-Soviet coali- 
tion. The question, to which Mr. 
Malik may be giving us at least

part of the answer this week, is 
what measures the Soviet Union 
will take in order to disrupt the 
coalition. 

It would be foolhardy to guess, 
at least in print, were it not so 
important to be ready with some 
effective diplomatic measures of 
our own. We should be ready, I 
think, for proposals that the fir- 
ing should cease and that a settle- 
ment should be negotiated 
through the U.N. 


|Shrewd Move Ahead? 


| In saying that we should be 
‘ready for this proposal, I am not 
‘venturing to predict that this is 
what Mr. Malik will propose on 
Tuesday. I do, however, venture 
to think that we must be ready 
not for some stupid action which 
is easy to deal with, but for a 
shrewd and realistic action which 
it is not easy to deal with. Until 
we know something to the con- 
trary, it will be prudent to as- 
sume that the Russians are likely 
to propose a diplomatic solution 
or the basis of the accomplished 
fact—which is that the North Ko- 
reans have defeated the South 
Koreans, and that, with the pos- 
sible exception of an American 
beachhead at Pusan, Korea has 
been reunited by military force. 

All that can usefully be said 
now is that our own diplomatic 
action should be developed slowly 
and with the greatest delibera- 
tion. There is nothing to be 
gained by answering quickly and 
much may be lost by answering 
hastily. Between the first phase 
of the war which is nearing its 
end and the second phase—that 
of the counterattatk— which is 
only in the early stages of being 
prepared, a long military stale- 
mate is probable. In this interval, 
which might last until next sum- 
mer, the struggle will be political 
—for the allegiance of the Ko- 
reans and for the favorable opin- 
ion of the peoples of Asia and of 
Europe. 

In the political struggle there 
is no advantage in being the one 
to break off diplomatic negotia- 
tion. Nothing is easier, of course, 
than to break them off and Mr. 
Acheson is rather an adept at it. 
But in the long difficult period 
ahead of us in Korea it will be 
no advantage to have broken off 
diplomacy with a snappy answer 
and to have closed all the doors 
except the one through which the 
American Army must pass.

LETTERS T0 CONGRESS 
ON DEFENSE ‘WADTE 


Writers Disturbed Over Lack 
of Modern Equipment 
for War-in Korea. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP) 
—Americans who write their Con- 
gressmen appear to be disturbed 
by lack of modern American mili- 
tary equipment and available 
manpower during a month of 
Korean fighting. 

A cross section of mail to Sen- 
ate and House members indicated 
yesterday that many believe mili- 
tary money has been wasted. 

There was argument both ways. 
on whether the United States 
should use the atomic bomb in 
an effort to end the conflict 
quickly. Others called for Con- 
gress to end “profiteering” and 
still others said they want prices 
controlled quickly. 

Senator George (Dem.), 
Georgia, told a reporter that 
many writing him were inquiring 
why the United States doesn’t 
have tanks on hand to outfight 
the Russian-made tanks. “They 
think there has been a lot of 
waste in military expenditures,” 
he said. 

“People Are Mad,” Says Bridges. 

Senator Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, said his maii shows 
“the people are mad—they want 
to know where our defense monéy 
has gone.” He added that many 
writers are asking why theUnited 
States should‘ stop at the thirty- 
eighth parallel when it pushes 
the Communists back to that 
point. 

Senator Humphrey (Dem.), Min- 
nesota, said that he has noticed 
an increasing demand among his 
eorrespondents for all-out eco- 
nomic controls to stop profiteer- 
ing. 

Senator Smith (Rep.), New Jer- 
sey, said that a few of those who 
wrote him say the United States 
ought to get out of Korea but 
that the vast majority support 
the President’s action. 

“Some people say we ought to 
use the atomic bomb to end the 
war quickly and others say that 
we ought not to use it under any 
circumstances,” he said. 

Aids of Senator Fulbright 
(Dem.), Arkansas, said he has re- 
ceived several letters advocating 
use of the atom bomb. 

Senator Stennis (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, said his mail reflects a 
pretty general feeling that what 
should have been done was fone. 
Several letters urged use of the 
A-bomb with one writer contend- 
ing the country should use it and 
“blow Russia to hell.” 


“Somebody Pulled Bonehead. . 


A Nevada (Mo.) man wrote that 
young boys are being pushed into 
battle with odds “20 to one against 
them and the equipment inferior 
to the enemy’s. It looks like some- 
body pulled a bonehead.” 


A St. Joseph (Mo.) woman: “My 
son had 38 months’ service dur- 
ing World War II and I hate to 
think that he may now have to 
go to Korea. I beg of you to use 
your most powerful weapon on 
Russia. Please save our boys’ 
lives.” 

A Kansas City (Mo.) man: “If 
Russia can induce the United 
States to wage a 10 to 15 billion 
dollar war in six or eight dif- 
ferent places while Russia proper 
remains intact, the American peo- 
ple would be nearly bankrupt and 
Russia could come fresh into the 
field in condition to deliver a $64 
wallop.” 


Another Kansas City man said 
Washington is “far behind the 
rest of the country in its evalua- 
tion of the seriousness of the Ko- 
rean situation.” 

A Missouri Democratic Con- 
gressman said he has received few 
letters about the Korean conflict. 
He said he has received only one 
which he termed slightly critical. 

Representative Short (Rep.), 
Missouri, said he has received 
some letters complaining that 
United States leaders have “fum- 
gled and blundered” in the Ko- 
rean situation.

American in- 
fluence may have been the de- 
cisive factor in gaining indepen- 
dence for Indonesia without a 
long, bloody and _ destructive 
struggle.

The method of Communism in 
an area such as North Korea is 
brute ruthless, totalitarian — a 
gangster operation conducted be- 
hind a screen of propaganda.

The United 
States may be criticized for hav- 
ing tried to introduce too abrupt- 
ly the difficult tenets of democ- 
racy where peoples had lived so 
long in colonialism. But, it is only 
through this slow and painful 
process that true independence 
and freedom can ever be 
achieved.

O the correspondent who asks 
about a connection between 
“elastic” and “elated,” ‘the 
answer is that these words are 
out of different roots, but that 
there happens to be a very inter- 
esting connection in their his- 
tory. 

“Elastic” derives from a Greek 
word signifying “to drive,” and it 
is thought to have kinship with 
the Latin “alacer,” out of which 
came a word which we still use 
for an active “drive”’—alacrity. 

“Elated” or “elation” are from 
the’ Latin “elatus,” which is liter- 
ally “elevated.” Composed of the 
prefix meaning “out” and “‘latus,” 
representing a form to “to bear,” 
this has the sense of “to be 
carried out of oneself.” 

Thus, whatever connection the 
word-lover may see between the 
“drive” of elastic and the sug- 
gestion of being carried out of 
oneself in elation, these are still 
of different roots. 

What is interesting is the fact 
that both terms were once used 
to name the same thing. Before

acteristics of what we know as 
rubber, its “drive” served to 
name the property of expansion 
as applied to gases!

Fix It Yourself

DDT and Insects. 


Seems that there are two ways 
to kill insects with DDT. One is 
to shoot a lot of DDT into the air 
and hope that some of it lands on 
the insects you want to get rid of. 
The other method is to coat the 
walls, floor, ceiling, window 
screens and other places where 
insects are likely to crawl with 
DDT. When the liquid dries, the 
crystals remain and when said 
insect crawls over the surface, 
he, she ‘or its days are numbered. 

One way to apply DDT so that 
you get the full benefit of the 
residual effect is with an ordinary 
household spray gun. You should 
use & 5 per cent DDT solution. 
The spray should be wet—don't 
use a fine mist because this won't 
do the trick. The surface’ after 
spraying should be rather damp 
from the spray. When properly 
treated, the surface will be death 
on any insect that walks over it 
for weeks—even months. 

By the way, DDT doesn’t kill 
insects like a gun—it takes time 
and the insects may crawl away

blotches on the skin because their 
mothers had a great hunger for 
strawberries during pregnancy. I 
have contended that a mother’s 
thoughts or fears cannot mark 
the baby. Dr. Crane, which of 
us is right?”

MILLIONS OF WOMEN still 


believe that if an expectant mother is caught in a burning 


house, the fright may cause her to mark her baby with a. 


red blotch or “flame.” Or if she has an abnormal hunger for 
some special fruit or berry, then she may influence her de- 
veloping baby so that its skin will show a. blotch roughly 
shaped like the food which she desired. Such beliefs, however, 
are not founded on facts. They are evidences of old wives’ 
tales that have come down from the past. In today’s debate, 
therefore, the husband is entirely correct and Tina is wrong. 
* * * 

EXPECTANT MOTHERS frequently have a great longing 
for some particular fruit or vegetable. In medicine, we term 
this “pica.” It is probably an evidence of a basic chemical or 
vitamin hunger. Nature has so endowed us that we often de- 
velop strong appetites for these foods containing a chemical 
which the body needs. Cattle thus demonstrate this same re- 
dction when they grow ravenous for salt. Even healthy nor- 
mal individuals will have a great hunger for beefsteak when 
their body is low in protein. At another meal, however, the 
steak may not appeal at all, but they will crave sugary foods 
like pie or cake. But a mother’s hunger or fright does not 
mark a baby’s mind or his skin. In the first place, there is no 
nerve linkage between the unborn baby and its mother. Her 
thoughts and fears, therefore, cannot travel across to the 
baby’s. brain, for the umbilical cord through which the food 
and oxygen transference takes place before birth, contains no 


nerves at all. The baby’s brain is, therefore, completely in- — 


sulated from his mother’s nervous system. 
* -@® * 

IF A MOTHER'S DIET were constantly low in some es- 
sential substance, such as calcium, her baby might be stunted 
so that he would not grow as tall as otherwise would have 
been the case. But such food shortages do not produce spe- 
cific blotches on the skin. They exercise a generalized or 
“systemic” effect, not a local bit of tattoo work! A baby has 
its own heart, which beats about 140 times per minute, while 
its mother’s heart is pounding away at a 75 or 80 pace. The 
baby has its own separate blood supply, too. The mother’s 
blood doesn't flow through the veins of her unborn infant, 
nor vice versa. A baby is relatively aloof from its mother dur- 
ing pregnancy. The mother simply furnishes the baby its food 
and oxygen, but her hunger or fear does not affect its mind 
ot its skin. After its birth, however, her religious and cultural 
behavior will have a significant effect in molding the baby’s 


personality.

New Medium Bring

TV has passed radio in size of 
audiences. New York fs right be- 
hind. A year ago New York TV 
garnered only 15 per cent of the 
total broadcast audience; today it 
has 49 per cent.

Surely, South’s opening spade 
bid was beyond criticism, fourth- 
hand or any other position, and 
regardless of the respective part 
scores. Then, having opened 
properly, it was also quite natural 
—if somewhat risky—for South 
to name his four-card diamond 
suit over East’s one no-trump. A 
player who has opened the bid- 
ding under these circumstances 
can't take kindly to the thought 
that he has simply done a good 
deed for the enemy—he can’t eas- 
ily stand aside and watch them 
possibly steal the rubber at one 
no-trump! Of course, South might 
have reasoned that North also 
knew the score and would take 
proper action, if there was any 
he could take, but against this 
was the fact that the diamond 
suit might be made too difficult 
to show if West mentioned hearts. 

In any case, South’s bidding 
met punishment that was too se- 
vere for his crime (if any). West 
opened the heart ace and con- 
tinued the suit, East winning with 
the jack. East shifted to a low 
trump. When declarer ducked, 
West false-carded with the king. 
Another heart lead put East in 
again, and a second diamond re- 
turn, again ducked by declarer, 
lost to the blank queen. West 
now shifted to clubs, and declarer 
was soon shortened in trumps 
when he had to ruff that suit. 
He cashed his ‘top spades and 
tried to ruff a spade in dummy 
but East overruffed and forced 
South again with a club. The 
upshot was that South won pre- 
cisely two spade tricks and two 
diamonds, and suffered an 1100- 
point penalty!

His name was Paul Galland: 
when I talked with him, in his 
home in a suburb of Paris, two 
years ago he was as rigid as a 
marble statue; every joint in 


his body had hardened with the . 


dread disease of rhizomelic 
spondylitis. Unable to continue 
his law practice, his savings 
rapidly being used up, he was 
desperate to support his family. 

That was when, full of faith, 
Paul Galland had himself taken 
on a stretcher to the distant 
shrine of Lourdes. 


Before the famots grotto, he 
prayed for God's help—but al- 
ways with the Gethsemane 
stipulation — “Thy will, not 
mine be done.” Many other 
pilgrims had come to the shrine 
and some of these declared that 
they were cured of blindness, 
tuberculosis and cancer. But 
Paul Galland was brought home 
on his stretcher, back to Paris. 
not one whit better off than 
before. 

“So your prayer was useless.” 
I remarked, as I stood at his 
bedside, and listened to him 
tell of the journey. 

“You might think so,” the 
helpless man chuckled. “Even 
I had forgotten the boundless 
power of prayer. This may be 
hard for you to understand, but 
I came to realize that I had 
never really asked to be healed. 
No, what I actually wanted was 
to be able to feed and clothe 


my And that. prayer 
was heard and it was answered.” 

The effulgence of his eyes 
was a glow of faith. 

“Here I lie, seemingly help- 
less. My wife cannot work; she 
is needed here to attend me, 
night and day. I have to be 
turned from one side to another 
every couple of hours. My 
mother-in-law is too old to 
work; my son is too young!

“One sleepidss night, after I 
had come back from Lourdes, 
a suggestion spoke to me in my 
brain; that is the only way I 
know how to explain it. It was 
like a voice in my soul. Why 
not write a book?

And yet I 
will try. My fingers cannot 
bend any more, so I cannot 
write, but I dictated to my wife 
one whole long book which I 
called “The Vision of a Sick 
Man.” We had no typewriter, 
but my wife copied the entire 
manuscript all over carefully 
in her clear, pretty hand. 


“Then, ef course, we did not 
know anybody in the publishing 
business. So my wife took the 
bus into Paris and found her 
way to the first office whose 
address she saw in the tele- 
phone guide—the office of Edi- 
tions Siloe in the Place St. 
Sulpice. 

“And, oh, my friend — say 
glory to God with me and for 
me-—the publishers liked my 
book. They are publishing it 
now. With a fine preface by M. 
Francois Mauriac, of the Aca- 
demie Francaise; one of our 
forty Immortals, he is introduc- 
ing my book to the public. And 
also we have a check! An ad- 
vance of thousands of francs— 
think of that!
